This celebrated, ancient, and popular towa, 
jof which the accompanying picture is in part 
| an accurate sketch, is a city of the Nethevenne, 
province of South Holland, on the right bank 
{the Meuse. The town, as will be seen by the 
| ongraving, resembles Venice in situation, though 
jit in sadly different in architecture. A modern 
traveller says, the usual notees of a city are ab- 
sent from Rotterdam ;“the very people, he re- 
marks, have a talent for holding their tongues; 
jand the vessels, that glide among the water 
jetreets, and stop at their own worchaune doors, 
}are lant out in alleys of enormous trees, beneath 
| the shadow of which the sailors work. In con- 
| sequence of the numerous bridges, and the nar- 
| now, winding streets, the geography of the place 
|1e rendered somewhat intricate to a stranger. 
| The Exchange t reckoned one of the architec- 
tural wonders of the city. 
Rotterdam, which lies twelve miles south-east 
of the Hague, and thirty-three west of Aimster- 
| dam, is the second city in the Dutch provinces 
for commerce and wealth, and contains 63,003 
inhabitants. Ite form i triangular, and the 
largest side, which is above a mile and a half in 
extent, stretches along the bank of the Meuse. 
“The town is surrounded by a moat, and en- 
tered by six gates towards the land, ald four to- 
wards the water. [t is traversed by the Kotte, 
a broad canal, which here joins the Meuse. 
Rotterdam is intersected, even more than other 
}towns in Holland, by canals, which divide the 
| half of the town, near the river, into several in- 
sulated spots, connected by drawbridges. These 
| canals are almost all bordered with trees. The 
jrow called the Boomtjes is the finest in the c ity 
as well in regard to buildings as for its pleasant 
| prospect across the Meuse, Next to the Boomt- 
|jes comes the Haring-vhet. The other streete

It is the birth-place of the 
celebrated Erasmus. Rotterdam received the 
title and privileges of a city in 1970. Ite com- 
merce severcly from the French revo- 
lution; and, in 125, > ly gaan of the Meuse 
dnt t damage to the city. 

The numerous canals and dykes about Rot- 
terdam, and the diferent k of water com- 
munication, give a picturesque and beautiful 
appearance to the scones, and render them much 
admired.

‘The declarations of births and mar- 
in ay are to be made within five days afier the events, 
under a penalty of 20 to 200 franca. The declarations 
of deaths are to be rede within 24 hours, and no 
bunal ws to take place until after the expiration of the 
same period, and with the authonty of the ollicer b - 
fore whom the declaration is made. Such penods 
may be prolonged by oider of the local authorities, 
according to the difficulty of commumeation. The 
penalties for any infraction of these regulations are to 
to be the same as those fixed by Art. 356 of the Penal 
Code. Ali these returns are to be inscribed in the 
regaters. This ordmance is preceded by a report of 
the Munster of the Marine aud Colonies, as a means 
of regulatng the assessment of the fiscal unpositiors, 
but as tend.ng to prevent more effectually the contun- 
wance of the slave trade.
